SUCCUMBS 33-19 
TO FLOYD TEAM 

Dehart. Hill Make 
Long Runs Against 
Prestonsburg High

The Morgan County Hi Blue 
Devils, still happy o\’er last 
week’s dramatic 18-13 conquest 
of Louisa, were completely sur¬ 
prised at Prestonsburg Friday 
night as the Blackcats chalked 
up a decisive 33-19 margin 
against the boys in Blue. 

Led by qb. Lowell Hughes and 
halfback Cliff CJoble, the lads of 
Prestonsburg scored in every per¬ 
iod of the contest and rolled up 
a deciding margin in the statis¬ 
tics department as they handed 
the Blue Devils their seeind loss 
of the 1953 campaign. 

The game proved to be strictly 
an offensive battle between the 
two teams, as the game total of 
52 points demonstrated. 

The Blackcats gabbed an 
early lead by scoring in the first 
two minutes of play. A 35-yard 
punt return, a 15-yard penalty 
and a Hughes pass put the bal', 
on the Morgan four, with Cliff 
ci^le making the final pay-off 
sprint. Goble added the extra 
point on an end run. 

Fillowing this t.d. the Morgan 
defense tightened and it was no* 
until the latter part of the second 
quarter that P’burg scored again. 
This came as the result of a 12- 
yard pass from Hughes to half¬ 
back Jeep Alexander in the end 
zone. The extra point was missed 
as Goble was stopped just short 
of the goal line. The half ended 
seconds later with Prestonsburg 
leading 13-0. 

Coach Stanley’s halftime pep 
talk must have had marked ef¬ 
fect on the Morgan team. They 
came back and played the P’burg 
team on practically even terms 
throughout the third and fourth 
periods. Prestonsburg, however, 
gained a 1-point edge (20-19), 
in scoring during the final half. 

The Blackcats opened the third 
quarter scoring with a 71-yard 
march to pay dirt shortly after 
the start of the quarter. The 
drive, spearheaded by a series of 
Hughes passes and runs, was 
brought to a climax when Cliff 
(joble. who scored three of the 
five Blackcat td’s, plunged over 
from the 5-yard line. The extra 
point was annexed by Alexan¬ 
der on a crash through the line. 
Prestonsburg added two more 
touchdowns and an extra point 
in the final period to round out 
their scoring. 

Morgan scoring, which consist¬ 
ed of three touchdowns and an 
extra point, was done by Hill and 
Dehart during the third and 
fourth periods. 

The' first score came in the 
third on a 10-yard pass from 
Lykins to Dehart who scampered 
51 yards through the entire op¬ 
posing team. Extra point was 
missed, however, when Fannin 
dropiped a pass from Lykins in 
the end zone. 

'X’he other two were both made 
in the fourth quarter, one on a 
20-yard end run by Hill and the 
other a sparkling 87-yard kick¬ 
off return by Dehart on the last 
play of the game. The first ex¬ 
tra pwint by Morgan County in 
the game was made by Lykins on 
an end sweep following the final 
Morgan touchdown. 

Morgan County chalked up 9 
first downs to Prestonsburg’s 12, 
and gained 105 yards at rushing 
to 170. The Morgan lads com-

Preachers Speak 

_ « 

Approximately 1,000 people at¬ 
tended the concluding session of 
the 121st annual .meeting of the 
West Liberty district Christian 
churches here Sunday and heard 
Dr. George V. Moore, Professor oi 
Pastoral Theology in the College 
of the Bible, Lexington, preach 
on the topic, “No man can serve 
two masters.” 

The concluding session was 
held in the Morgan County high 
school auditorium and was fol¬ 
lowed by a basket dinner served 
ir, the school cafeteria. Friday 
and Saturday sessions were held 
in the Christian church. All ses¬ 
sions were well attended, but 
Sunday’s attendance was en¬ 
larged by many former members 
and former residents returning 
for the annual event. 

Rev. Harlen Murphy; 83, of 
West Liberty, was re-elected 
district ch.airman for the new 
year. Rev. Fred Penniston, pastor 
of the West Libery church, was 
re-elected vice chairman; Mrs. 
Archie McClain of West Liberty 
was re-elected secretary, and Mrs. 
Hattie Williams was elected as¬ 
sistant secretary. 

Rev. Charles Frederick of Cot- 
tie was elected district evangelist. 

Declaring “No one can serve 
two masters,” Dr. Moore said the 
conflicts today are conflicts in 
ideas, not just among nations. 
"The conflict,” he declared, “is 
between Communism and Chris¬ 
tianity, two conflicting ideolo- 
logies.” He described Commun¬ 
ism as being materialistic, and 
tends to reduce the world to at¬ 
oms and molecules. “But Chris¬ 
tianity,” he said, “is spiritual, 
strictly in the psyche, or soul; 
and while the course of history 
is the result of class struggle, 
history de*jiils the sruggle of man 
to bring himseif into conformity 
with the purpose of God.” 

The two ideologies, however, 
have one thing in common; they 
both seek total allegiance. He 
concluded with the statement, 
“Choose ye this day whom ye 
shall serve.” 

Four other noted ministers of 
the church, all mountain-bom 
men, preached during the three- 
day meeting. Dewey Havens of 
Mt. Sterling, native of Morgan, 
preached Friday afternoon. Rev. 
Orville Skeen, pastor of the Pike- 
ville church, spoke Friday night. 
Rev. Luke Bolin, native of the 
Lacy Creek section of Morgan 
and now pastor of a church in 
Dallas, Texas, spoke Saturday 
afternoon, and Dr. G. C. Banks of 
Morehead College, a native of 
Wolfe county and former pastor 
here, preached Saturday evening. 

Rev. Bolin studied at Butler 
University in Indianapolis and 
Texas Christian University, and 
later in England under a scholar¬ 
ship. 

■The annual meeting voted to 
appropriate the piriceeds of a 
special offering Sunday to the 
district evangelist instead of to 
the host church, as had been the 
custom in the past. 

The West Liberty district is 
composed of churches in Morgan 
and part.'i of Elliott, Wolfe and 
.Magoffin counties, and has been 
held annually since the first 
Christian church was organized 
at White Oak in 1822.

Morgan county’s burlty tobacco 
crop will be from 10''; to 30*^1 
off this year, according to esti¬ 
mates made this week by local 
farm agency heads. 

The August drouth hit late to¬ 
bacco hard in this section, but 
fortunately, most Morgan tobacco 
was set out early this year. To¬ 
bacco on bottom land that was 
set out early is about normal and 
tobacco on hill land that was set 
out early is not badly damaged 
But late tobacco was hit hard by 
the drouth, particularly crops on 
high land. 

Dillard Murphy, county PM A 
chairman, said this week Mor¬ 
gan’s burley crop may be 30 per¬ 
cent below normal. He said the 
southwestern section from Index 
to Ezel and Maytown was hardest 
hit. Many crops in the Blairs 
Mills, Blaze and Elkfork sections 
are about normal. 

County Agent Charlie Dixon 
estimated burley would be from 
10 percent off in parts of the 
county to as much as 33 percent 
in the southwestern section. He 
also said that some sections had 
nearly normal crops. Dixon said I 
Morgan as a whole will have' 
about a 75 percent crop of burley 1 
this year. 

Com crops, set out later than 
most burley. are harder hit than 
tobacco. Some corn will only 
make half a crop, he said. 

Elliott Crop 15<rt Low- 

County Agent Ed Rice and 
PMA Chairman Evert Skagg.® ex- , 
plained this week that their best 
estimate is that the tobacco crop 
in Elliott county will be only' 
about 15 percent short this year.. 
However, they think the quality j 
may be better as tobacco in bams 
appears to be curing out fine. 

They estimate that the best 
crops are in the northern part of i 
the county which is about as good 
as average and that the poorest 
crops arc in the sandy and south- I 
ernmost sections of Elliott. 

Com crops are just fair, they 
said.

The West Liberty high school 
band led -he parade and played 
on Main Street while the schools 
circled the judge's stand. On the 
judging stand were Miss George 
Alice Motley, superintendent of 
Menifee county schools, Boswell

pre-Korea level, the Govern¬ 
ment reps'rted Wednesday. 

Major increases were in beef, 
transportation, rents, medical 
care anJ theatre admissions. 

Taken as a whole, the food in¬ 
dex. which exerts much influence 
, in the movement of the over-all 
index, went up throe tenths of a 
per cent. 

The Bureau of Labor Statistics, 

, which computes the monthly in- 
I dex by sampling prices of hun¬ 
dreds of items in 46 cities of all

Barkley and Kentucky Officials 
Defend P.M.A. Farm Program 


HARDIN, Ky., Sept. 12—Form- 
|er Vice President Alben W. Bark- 
j ley. Gov. Lawrence W. Wetherby, 
j and Sen. Earle C. Clements this 
j week praised the farm price-sup- 
, port program and the Tennessee 
I Valley Authority and other proj¬ 
ects they said had been called 
, "creeping socialism.” 

They spoke at the Burley and 
Dark Leaf Export Association’s 
three-day meeting here. 

The “Veep”, declaring that the 
importance of agriculture in the 
economy of the U. S. can not be 
questioned, said, “It is important 
that American agriculture sur¬ 
plus find markets in the rest of 
the world. 

“The tobacco growers of Ken¬ 
tucky and the other tobacco 
growing states always suffer if 
world markets are denied them,” 
he commented. 

Noting that present faim in¬ 
come is on the decline, the long¬ 
time U. S. Senator recalled that 
Pre.sidents Coolidge and Hoover 
had vetoed the McNary-Haugan 
bill, which he described as one 
of the first attempts to improve 
farm conditions through legisla- 
tian before the depression. 

During the Great Depression of 
the 1920’s and early ’30’s,” he 
said, “agriculture found itself at 
the lowest point within our his¬ 
tory.” 

The Veep pointed out improve¬ 
ments brought about by the Ag¬ 
ricultural Adjustment Act, under 
which the country has operated 
for 20 years, and outlined other 
measures such as the soil con¬ 
servation, farm credit, rural road 
aid and rural electrifiction prog¬ 
ress which he said have greatly 
improved the farmer’s lot. 

Gov. Wetherby also defended 
the various projects, particularly 
the TVA, and said they have done 
much for many people. 

“The farm program as it is 
today will be with us a lot longer 
than some people expected a year 
ago,” Sen. Clements asserted to 


to the Export Association here 
this week. 

"The recent vote for wheat 
quotas will give congressmen a 
lot to think about in considering 
any drastic change in the farm 
program in 1954,” Sen. Clements 
pointed out. He said that legis¬ 
lative sentiment seems more in 
favor now of retention of present 
farm policies than ever before. 

Sen. Clements did not name 
farm groups, which were advo¬ 
cating flexible supjwn prices and 
other amendments in farm legis¬ 
lation last year. 

James E. Thigpen, director of 
the tobacco branch of the U5DA, 
observed that “it may be well to 
keep in mind that experience 
thus far indicates that adjust¬ 
ments can and should be made 
gradually over a period of years 
rather than by sharp changes in 
one year.”

HOW TO KEEP IN THE 
.MIDDLE OF THE ROAD 

This question was raised in a letter that came 
to me the other day. In that letter the person 
had made statements about this problem of being 
able to stand against those things that push you 
about in life, and put you under strain, and tempt 
you to let dowm or to take off at a tangent or do 
something else. The person wanted to know 
how to face these things as they come to us and 
not let them drive us off the deep end. I know 
that all of us sometime or another come to that 
kind of experience, and there are more people 
who have these distressing, disturbing experi¬ 
ences than we dream. 

Recently a man came to me from an adjoining 
state, sat down to talk with me about his prob¬ 
lem and said, ‘‘Dr. I have been planning and 
thinking about killing my- 
* ^ don’t think I can 

bear up under the pres- 
T ■ %'• sure.” He then went ahead

disturbing him so much 
I and that he thought about 

I ’Npr!-* ® until his head ached and 

be almost threatened to run 
out the window of his room 
at a hotel when he was 
IHIIIII^^^ HH m.any stones high. Well, 
that is the distressing thing: 
a lot of people get in that state of mind. This 
week I was eating in a restaurant and a nice 
looking young lady, a waitress, was waiting on 
another table. She had her arms full and her 
hands full. She could not use them except for 
the thing that she was doing. I noticed her with 
the tears just streaming down her cheeks. She 
was literally evidently broken-hearted. She was 
going on working, just working away, but the 
tears were flowing. She was under great strain. 
No telling khat it was. Nobody knows; at least 
I did not know, and what she was going to do 
about it was perhaps the problem that she was 
thinking about then. The question does come 
strongly—^what are we going to do under pres¬ 
sure? How can we do these things well? 

The person who wrote this letter had evi¬ 
dently had many severe and anxious moments 
and hours but had come through them in a 
fairly good way. However, she was still not 
perfectly satisfied with this and evidently was 
interested in my telling her something about it 
because somebody else might have had the same 
experiences. You know today we do have dif¬ 
ferent ways in which we try to face these things. 
We have in the United States about six million 
heavy drinkers. That is they are bordering on 
alcoholism. Generally the fellow who drinks, if 
he drinks very .much, is trying to escape some 
heavy burden or something he just does not want 
to face. It is vco’ sad that we have just about 
as many women doing that today as we do men. 
We have an institution outside of Lexington here. 
It is a tremendous institution; it cost millions of 
dollars to build it and millions of dollars to keep 
it running. It is dealing with people who are 
addicted to drugs. They have been brought into 
this place, many of them, under sentence. In 
fact, most of them have been. But generally the 
person before he came had been driven to that 
by something he was trying to evade or esc.ape. 
It might have been an illness, it might have been 
pain, it might have been depre,5sion, it might 
have been many things; but the beginning of 
that end was somebody getting out of bonds, not 
able to stand up and face it. So the thousand 
or twelve hundred here in this institution, ard 
those seeking to get in because o< habits they 
have formed, tell us that the world is pretty well 
populated with people who a(re not able to stand 
up under the pressure of the day and resort to 
different things for escape. 

Well, there are other things too—not only 
suicide, not only drink and drugs, but some peo¬ 
ple just surrender and let down. A person told 
me in conference not long ago that he was in 
the state of mind that he was in because he had 
lost his girl friend when he was younger and 
that he had decided there was no other he would 
ever love. Therefore, he just quit trying to find 
anybody that he could love. He now is past 
middle age. He is getting more lonely every day, 
but he just let down. A lot of Iwusewives and 
mothers under the pressure of this modem day 
that brings a lot of real problems just let down, 
rieglect their job and the children suffer and 
they suffer. Not long ago one of that type came 


in to the office and told me the story and said, 
“I just quit trying because I cannot bear the 
things that I have to be tempted with. The chil¬ 
dren grow dirty and I do not feed them 
regularly.” Consequently, she was just letting 
them suffer because she had been pushed out of 
the way, off to the side, and had let down in 
the daily life that she was living. 

We return to the question—what are we going 
to do about this anyhow? Can we .stand up and 
go on? What help can we find to do it? There 
is a lot of help that we have never discovered 
yet. ! suppose, but we have a great deal more 
than we think we have. If we only knew it none 
of us have ever used our complete reserve. We 
think we are down when we are not. The Sal¬ 
vation Army motto is “You may be down but 
you are never out.” That is a very encouraging 
thing to know. I wish I could go over and name 
some tremendous experiences of people that 
we know about who have done the impossible 
and overcome. Sheer help from within and from 
God had helped to do it. 

One thing in helping to stand in this is good 
honest discipline of your own emotions. Now a 
lot of us fail to do that. We have never had a 
good football team in all our lives that did not 
do a lot of disciplining and training and hard 
work to become the players they did. They did 
it at times when they would have liked to let 
down and gone to sleep but the coach would not 
let them. Now we do the same thing about our 
cwn temper, our own emotions. How many of 
us stand up against the temptation to go off 
color and half cocked and say things that we 
ought not to say and go into a tantrum? How 
many of us stand until we have used all the 
energy v.c have saying, “No."? Not many of us 
that did it that did not accomplish the thing that 
we were trying to do. First of all, remember 
that we have a lot of resources within ourselves 
if we will only use the.m, and if we will use 
them long enough we are going to conquer what¬ 
ever weak point in life we have. But, as I often 
say to those who come and talk about their fears 
and phobias, when you let one of those demons 
get in the door if you do not shut the door he 
will call in half a dozen others or a thousand 
others of those little things that bum you and 
nudge you on. The thing is we just do not close 
the door to them; we sit until the room is full 
and then we lose ourselves and go off the deep 
end. That is one thing that I could encourage 
anybody to do—to just discipline their own tem¬ 
per and emotions by sa.ving “no” when they 
are tempted to do what they know would not be 
good for them to do. 

Another thing that I have always counted 
pretty good for those who are trying to walk in 
the middle of the road is not to be so disturbed 
about where the middle is. I know that we 
have some strait-jacket folk that think if you 
make a mistake you are all out and you are all 
down. That is not the question. I do not want 
.vou to stay m the middle of the road in this 
modem age because it is dangerous. They might 
hit you right center. You had better get on the 
side because that is where the mark is now. But 
the middle of the road that I am talking about 
is the road that is leading on to fuller develop¬ 
ment of self and that means that direction that 
you will keep going. It is broader maybe than 
some people think. We have more range than 
some would tell us because the whole world be¬ 
longs to us and we are heirs of it. God who 
made us and gave us all of this expected us to 
use it to our joy and satisfaction and for our 
well being. Whatever we can and whatever 
course we can pursue that will give us these 
things is what God expected us to do. So, let 
us find out what is good and what is not good. 
When Jesus sent out His disciples on one oc¬ 
casion He gave one rather striking instruction 
and that was to be “as wise as serpents but as 
harmless as doves.” Be wise, be able to know 
what is the thing to do at the time and do not 
be pushed into doing what you ought not to do. 
It takes a man to do that but we are made to be 
men and women; we are to grow up. 

One of the sad things about us mortals is that 
we grow up chronologically. We cannot help It. 
They just keep coming and piling up—the years 
do. But our emotions are still infantile. We are 
certainly away down the line and that is the 
reason so few people are able to keep in the 
way that is substantial and the course that is 
genuinely safe because they have not built and 
developed a strong emotional life and they are 
still childm trying to be the things that call for 
adults. So, develop these things, pray God for 
guidance, use all that you have and God will 
give you whatever else you need to stay and do 
not let anything push you off the deep end.

LETTER FROM SCOTLAND 

A member of the Courier staff 
received the following letter from 
Mrs. Clyde Helton, nee Mary 
Brock of Grangemouth, Scotland, 
who is vacationing in her native 
country and we want to share 
with, our readers Mrs. Helton’s 
impressions of Britain especially 
since living in Kentucky the past 
few years, so have been granted 
permission to publish the letter, 
which follows: 

“I don’t know if Lena Wells 
has written you, but I am scrib¬ 
bling you these lines to give you 
my impression of Britain in Coro¬ 
nation year. 

“From the tip of England to 
the north of Scotland the British 
Isles have been transformed and 
the country is ablaze with flow¬ 
ers. From every doorway and 
lamppost arc hanging baskets of 
blue and white rock garden plants 
topped with brilliant red gerani¬ 
ums and as far as your eye can 
travel the windows of the big 
apartment houses are bedecked 
with window boxes filled with 
bright crimson blossoms. They 
really brighten up the dingy gray 
buildings and make London beau¬ 
tiful. It is a huge bustling city 
and such a contrast to the quiet 
meadows and green pastures with 
quietly grazing cattle that dot the 
countryside from Southampton to 
London. The farms look like 
miniatures, all so neatly spaced 
and interspersed with pools of 
water lilies and silvPT streams 
lined with weeping willow and 
cypress trees. We passed through 
small villages with rows and rows 
of brick houses all so neat and 


orderly. Every street looked like 
the other one. 

"We stayed in a quiet part of 
London in the Russel Square Ho¬ 
tel. It is a block square and the 
children and I were amazed at 
the energy of the bell hop who 
took our luggage. We had to run 
after him to keep up with his 
pace and we seemed to cover a 
mile of red carpeted halls to get 
to our room. It was huge with a 
big open fireplace. 

“The hotel looks out on Russel 
Square and like every other 
square in London it was ablaze 
with red and white carnations 
and blue rock garden plants. 
Fountains played everywhere and 
the scent of the flowers was 
heavenly. Eveiyw'here the flower 
theme is red, white and blue and 
the patterns laid out are inde¬ 
scribably beautiful. Many of the 
flowers were shipped to England 
from the Colonies and all the 
way to the north of Scotland 
every village and hamlet was 
smothered in blooms. The ramb¬ 
ler roses were just at their height 
when we got here and they are 
just now fading. 

“We have visited the Trossachs 
in Scotland and right now the 
hills are purple with heather and 
the mountains are wreathed in 
mist. This is Scotland’s beauty 
spot and Rob Roy’s country and 
it is still as rugged, majestic as 
it was in Rob Roy’s day. But th" 
more I see of it the more I see 
Kentucky and anyone with a lit¬ 
tle foresight could take Wriglcy, 
build a big hotel there and make 
a beauty apot out of it like the 
Loch Katrine Hotel in the Tros¬ 
sachs. The country is very simi- | 
lar. All that would bo lacking ’ 
would be the heather. 

“Dunfermline is Andrew Car-; 
negie’s town and here is the old 
abbey that dates back for cen-) 
turies, Car.aegie’s birthplace is 
here and he bequeathed a largo 
tract of land which has been 
made into a glen both in its wild 
stale and cultivated too. The 
greenhouses are something to see 
and filled with every kind of be¬ 
gonia and semi tropical plants. 
There is a small avairv with 
tropical birds and peacocks strut > 
through the grounds in front of 
the glassed in tea room showing: 
off their beautiful tails. The 1 
grass is like velvet and wonders! I 
you can walk on it. On a nice 
day hundreds of people roam ; 
through the glen and enjoy the 
gardens and the floral displays. 1 

“I am liv'ng with an aunt down 
at the seaside and today for a 
change it is warm. The name of 
the place is Limekilns and it is a ' 
small village populated with ar-! 
tists during the summer. My ■ 
aunt’s house is on the beach and | 
the children love it. It is too cold 
to swim but nice to paddle and! 
when the tide is out people walk 
out quite a distance and look un¬ 
der the rocks for shell fish. Here 
also in this quiet village by the 
sea is the cemetery made famous 
by Burke and Hare who robbed 
the graveyards years ago. The 
cemetery has come to the public 
eye recently because through a 
strange unknown reason the 
tombstones have been toppled 
over and .some say it is the ghosts 
of Burke and Hare who have 
come back to mqlest the graves. 
Some of the stones are so old 
they have no name on them and 
the only ;'narking is a skull and 
crossbones. I know this would 
interest Dr. Haggan of Morehead 
College. 

“Princess Street in Edinburgh is 
still my favorite walk. There 
must be miles and miles of tartan 
in the shops but oh! what a price! 
Everything is beyond any price 
an ordinary tourist could pay. 
You can’t even afford the junk, j 

“The tatoo is still in full swing. ^ 
It is a military spectacle held at 
night in the castle and it is really 
magnificent. The costumes and 
the pipe bands are superb. Really 
excellent show and different to 
anything you’d see in the States. 
Quite Scotch. 

“We have had some awfuly cold 
weather and down on the coast 
you really get the gales. Of 
course I could never stand the 
winters here. Britain is all right 
for a visit but for my part I’ve 
been homesick for Kentucky since 
I came. There is no place like 
home, you know, and home is 
Kentucky.” 

Mrs. Helton’s letter was post¬ 
marked from Dunfermline, but it 
was written while at 9 Red Rose, 
Limekilns, Fifeshire, Scotland, on 
Sept. 4th. And the postage stamp 
was a light scarlet imprinted with 
a startlingly clear picture of the 
lovely new Queen, Queen Eliza¬ 
beth.

Than Parity, Officials Predict 


Eastern Kentucky Is 
Featured In Issue of 
Kentucky Magazine 


WASHINGTON, Sept. IS^Ag-1 
riculture officials predicted today, 
that overall farm prices tlus year 
will average less than parity, the j 
legally-defined "fair” level, for 
the first time since 1941, 

Varm prices have averaged 941 
percent of parity lor me last eigiil 
months and department officials 
said they foresaw no price upturn 
great enough to raise them above 
100 percent by the end of the 
year. 

Democrats have begun to ex¬ 
ploit the situation. They express¬ 
ed confidence at their Chica^ 
meeting this week that it will 
help them regain control of Con¬ 
gress in next year’s elections. 

Republican farm belt congress¬ 
men agree privately that the situ¬ 
ation is a serious one that the 
GOP-controlled Congress next 
year must enact a farm program 
that will satisfy the farmers or 
the party will lose congressional 
seats. 

Parity is the legal standard for 
determining whether farmers are 
getting what they should for their 
crops in comparison with iheir 
production costs and living ex¬ 
penses, based on a 1910-14 aver- 

Average farm prices sank far 
below parity duri.ng the 1920’s 
and 1930’s. They have ranged 
between 111 and 100 percent of 
parity during the ’ 1-year period 
of 1942-52. They averaged 101 
percent of parity las t year. _

The law now requires the gov¬ 
ernment to support prices of 
com, wheat, and four other basic 
crops at 90 percent of parity. It 
is scheduled to expire Dec. 31, 
1954, to be replaced by a system 
of flexible and generally lower 
supports. 

While many GOP congressmen 
want to extend the high support 
law, the administration has not 
taken a stand on the question. 
President Eisenhower has assur¬ 
ed key Republicans on the House 
Agriculture Committee he will 
not commit his administration to 
any new faim plan until the 
group sounds out farmer senti¬ 
ment. 

The committee, which looks 
with favor on high supports, is 
conducting a series of grass roots 
hearings to see if the farmers 
share its view. It already has 
toured New Elngland and will be¬ 
gin a 1,200-mile southern tour 
Saturday with a hearing in Bris¬ 
tol, Va., followed by soundings in 
the Midwest.
